"With the aid of proper drainage 
and the treatment of certain wet 
areas in and about Gettysburg the 
mosquito problem can be kept un- 
der control," Pepper added. 


He emphasized the importance of 


united cooperation of the 
entire 


community if a drive against the 
pests is to be successful. There are 
a number of things that must be 
done by each individual 
in the 


borough if any scheme for mos- 
quito eradication is to be success-

of temporary detention for no more 
than 24 hours for prisoners. In the 
general discussion concerning where 
to place prisoners they first decided 
to ask cooperation of police and jus- 
tices to see if persons arrested 
could be given immediate hearings.

2.. Trying to decide whether to 


iffiliate with the CIO or APL or to 
•>tay independent of both. As the 
lonvention opened, the last alter- 
native appeared to have the best 
ihance, partly because many CWA 
delegates are sore at the CIO for 
netting up the TWOC—Telephone 
Workers Organization Committee— 
—ten days ago in opposition to the 
TWA. 


The CWA is the successor to the 


National Federation of Telephone 
Workers, a loose network of tele- 
ahone unions which was dissolved 
,-esterday. The plan to establish a 
:losely-knit union was made last 
November at the Denver convention 
of the federation.

Some Admit Charge 


He said one of them, Lt. Hajime 


Ainoda, told him human meat was 
eaten because the men's physical 
condition was desperate, and animal 
meat was difficult to obtain. 


"Whenever possible we avoided 


killing by eating the bodies of peo- 
ple who died from illness, or were 
killed in action or were executed for 
crimes," Ainoda explained. He said 
"at least two bodies of Japanese 
soldiers were eaten by us," but Hus- 
sey reported evidence that at least 
10 were eaten. 


Ainoda, a medical corpsman of the 


Suzuki unit, admitted leading one 
cannibalistic patrol in which four 
Filipinos were captured. Bikkimi 
Yamamoto, one of four members of 
a deserted reconnaissance unit, said 
they joined the Suzuki unit and 
"found .that they were practicing 
cannibalism." . 


Frequently Ate Humans 


"We frequently ate human meat 


as our dinner. Boiled it with vegeta- 
bles and ate it," he said. "Meat 
was brought into camp by patrols 
who had cut it up and dressed it. 


"Sometimes the meat was dried 


and sun-cured. Since no other meat 
was available, we had to eat hu- 
man flesh. For this reason, Filipinos 
were captured and butchered. I was 
so hungry I ate it, although I would 
have preferred pork." 


A 
Filipino, 
Felix - Saguinwan, 


identified three of the Japanase as 
the ones who broke into his home 
in November 1945, bayoneted his 
mother, father, sister and brother', 
and cut flesh from the bodies. As 
he, another sister and his sister- 
in-law watched, he related, the 
Japanese cooked the flesh. 


Forced To Taste Meat 


"After eating all they wanted, 


they placed the human meat on a 
plate and ordered us to eat," he 
said. "We refused, sickened by the 
thought. 


"Then one of the Japanese held a 


.rifle at my back and prodded me 
with the muzzle. I then tasted the 
meat. The two girls were forced to 
do likewise. 


"The Japanese," he said, "laughed 


and made fun of us." Then they as- 
saulted the girls and carried them 
Off. 


Lt. Col. Fumio Suzuki, leader of 


the unit, committed suicide after his 
capture. He had opposed cannibal- 
ism, but when he had a private 
executed for practicing it, the ex- 
ecutioners dug up the body secretly 
and ate it.

part of Congress* work for 1947 may 
land in the as'hcan.

He's expected to veto the tax-cut 
bill. He may veto the labor bill. 


A veto will kill the bills for 1947 


unless Congress can get up enough 
votes—two thirds—to re-pass them 
into law.

U. S. Army engineers and the 


Coast Guard had every available 
worker on the job in the flood area 
and the American Red Cross had 50 
staff workers and about 600 volun- 
teers aiding the homeless. 


Town Evacuated 


Water was eight to ten feet deep 


ir> the village of Alexandria, Mo., 
near the Iowa line, the result of 
a levee break, and all residents have 
been evacuated. 


In Hannibal, a city of 20,000," the 


water covered nine blocks of the 
town's main street. Four thousand 
residents of South Hannibal were 
partially isola.ted. No buses were op- 
erating and at least a dozen stores 
were flooded. 


At Canton, Mo., 30 miles upstream, 


the river had reached a stage of 
19.92 feet, an all-time high. Although 
half of the town is under water and 
a third of the 2,200 residents a;re 
homeless, relief work was reported 
well in hand. No trains or buses are 
operating out of the town and only 
one highway is open. 


A river land district levee, two 


miles north of Louisiana, broke yes- 
terday, flooding 3,000 acres. Sixty 
families in Louisiana were evacu- 
ated.

UPWARD AND ONWARD 


Wte cannot stand still and hope 


that people will come our way and 
pass out favors to us, or take our 
baggage and carry it for us. We 
must keep thinking, moving—and 
doing! That is both our privilege 
and our opportunity. 


There isn't a human being among 


us who doesn't get discouraged and 
disheartened at times. But that's a 
good sign. Herman Melville, who 
produced one of the world's great 
classics in his "Moby Dick," wrote 
many other great books, but he was 
little appreciated in his own time 
and place. He worked on just the 
same, however. In his little known— 
or read book, which he called 
"Clarel," this line is to be found: 
"This world clean fails me: but 
still I yearn." 


Hope is never lost if we continue 


to yearn and hunger in our heart for 
a better understanding, and for a 
clearer vision upward and onward. 
Melville gave up his writing because 
too few bought what he had to say 
in his books. The latter years of his 
life were given over to a humble job, 
furnished by the United States Gov- 
ernment at New York. He died al- 
most unheralded, but he still lives 
on_in the remarkable books that he 
created when he was so low in spirit. 


People, with purpose in their 


hearts, never give up. They keep 
striving upward and onward, leaving 
the results to a fate that they hope 
will, be both kind and considerate. 
Prom his earliest year Robert Frost, 
born in California, wanted to write 
poetry. Patiently he waited^ for 
twenty years before his first book 
was published—and that one in 
England! But by that time he was 
full grown. He was acclaimed and 
appreciated by those who sensed 
his genius and matured talent. 


The genuine artist, in any sphere 


of endeavor, abides his time. He 
knows that all tides are tricky—but 
hat in time his tide will bear him.

Thoreau, and an endless company of 
iiose who were never held back but 
who strove upward and onward. 


Do not be afraid to bide your time. 


Every moment, every day, may be- 
come a period of preparation.

to support himself or have here a 
relative or some organization which 
will see that he does not become a 
public charge. 


In December, 1945, President Tru- 


man told American officials in Eu- 
rope to help speed up emigration to 
this country of displaced persons. 


But since then, according to the 


immigration service, only 
about 


15,000 displaced-persons have been 
allowed in.

ABOUT LATE FROST DANGERS 


It is unfortunate for public well 


being throughout the north that late 
spring frosts imperil the particular 
food crops in which we are most 
seriously under-produced and the 
crops we need most to promote and 
protect human health. These are the 
fruits — apples, peaches, pears, 
plums, cherries, grapes, apricots and 
strawberries. What can be done to 
reduce frost ravages in" late April 
and early May? This is a question 
everyone considers as. we pass 
through a disasterous experience as 
we did early this month. 
f 
Lest there be a few stray propon- 


ents of the late and unlamented 
over-production theory who cannot 
see economic'tragedy in wholesale 
loss of foods, it may be pertinent'to 
survey briefly.. our deciduous fruit 
production. Of the crops named 
•above, we produced each year at the 
beginning of the century about 179 
pounds per capita. Of the same 
fruits we produced only 138 pounds 
per capita annually in recent years. 
Or'in other words, we are produc- 
ing almost 23 per cent less, of these 
fruits than we did 45 years ago. 


But someone may raise the old 


over-productionist's straw-man of 
dwindled exports, so we consider our 
domestic supplies of these fruits — 
production less exports. At the be- 
ginning of the century we had each 
year a domestic supply of these 
eight fruits averaging 170 pounds 
per capita; annually over the last 
five years we have had a domestic 
supply of only 127 pounds — still a 
decline of more than 24: per cent. 


Of course, failure to maintain 


commercial and home orchards up 
to the higher per capita levels of 
earlier years is a contributing, factor. 
Too, more frequent droughts may be 
causing greater declines in fruit 
production over the last two decades. 
But after all considerations the in- 
controvertible fact remains that we 
do not have as many fruit trees per 
potential ponsumer as we had fifty 
years ago. Therefore, when a late 
frost sweeps in on our depleted 
orchards, the toll is felt all over-the 
nation in terms of family health and 
well being. 
-- ' 


It is well established that fruit 


trees suffer less damage from spring 
frosts when planted on northeastern 
slopes or even on northern slopes. 
Too, most fruits are less affected by 
cold weather on level ground if there 
is a high hill nearby to prevent set- 
tling of cold air in the lower levels. 


Perhaps there has not been 


or even when rainfall is not plenti- 
ful. On this point it Is well to ob- 
serve that plants rarely enjoy com- 
plete freedom from the 
evils of 


moisture shortages, 
regardless of 


how plentiful the rainfall is. There 
are always periods when growth Is 
temporarily retarded because 
the 


surface soil lacks moisture. Mulch- 
ing overcomes most of this over- 
looked drought damage and then 
reduces prolonged drought injuries 
by better conservation of moisture 
supplies. 


Persons addicted to the habit of 


frequent cultivation as a means of 
maintaining a soil mulch may find 
vegetation mulching a better and 
far less costly substitute. 


Mulching keeps strawberries clean 


from contamination by sand! and 
loose soil when rains splash the 
fruits. And mulching plays a simi- 
lar roles with tomatoes when the 
plants are not staked and trained, 
but with this added advantage—to- 
mato rots from contact with the 
soil are greatly reduced. The same 
benefits, but with reduced limits, 
are gained from mulching cucum- 
bers, squashes, 
cantaloupes 
and 


other vine-crops- 
-- - - 


With blueberries, rhododendrons 


azaleas and other plants which de- 
mand an acid soil, mulching offers 
a dual advantage—conserve mois- 
ture and render the soil acid. This 
is gained by using oak ojr other 
hardwood forest leaves as the ma- 
terial. 


Among the better materials to 


use for summer mulching are straw 
hay, 
shredded corn stalks, bagasse 


from sorghum making, pine needles 
tree leaves, grass clippings, 
and

OF SWEET CORN 
NOW AVAILABLE 
"Sweet corn is essentially 
an 


American favorite," writes J. W. 
Johnston, Horticulture editor of the 
New York Hera.ld Tribune. "In no 
other country of the world is it so 
highly regarded as a table delica.cy, 
so it is small wonder that we find 
even the smallest gardens boasting 
a patch of this succulent delicacy. 
Botanists and horticultural histor- 
ians literally have a field day chron- 
icling the history of this favored 
vegetable. In one work we read that 
sweet corn is strictly American in 
origin and in another that fossilized 
forms of it were found in Peru as 
late as 1914, which gives evidence 
that it perhaps existed as far back 
as 100,000 years ago. One thing is 
certain: As recently as 25 years ago 
no such varieties as now tickle the 
palates of American appetites ex- 
iste'd.""

The variety Golden Bantam, per- 


haps, says Mr. Johnston, instituted 
a new era in sweet corn so far as 
our time is concerned. 


Planting Is Safe 


Until Late In June 


It is safe to plant in North and 


Northeast until late June. The key 
to late planting- is careful handling 
of the plant material, and attention 
after it has been placed In the 
ground. 
^- 
When a plant is moved, many of 


the feeding rootlets are destroyed. 


lis means that it takes some time 


for the plant to re-establish its 
normal food and 
moisture rela- 


tionship with the'-soil in its new 
location. When leaves are far ad- 
vanced, a little extra shading dur- 
ing the hot part of the day is 
needed—also strict attention to wa- 
tering around the roots and syring- 
ing the foliage for a week or ten 
days after transplanting. 


Since the introduction of Golden 


Bantam there have appeared a my- 
riad of yellow hybrids, each seem- 
ingly having some little touch of 
sweetness, tenderness or habit of 
growth better than its predecessor. 
One of the more recent is a tiny 
miniature plant with tiny ears, that 
for a hearty eater needs~some dozen 
or two to satisfy the -appetite. It is 
known as Golden Midget. 


Strange as it may seem, most of 


the present-day hybrids which range 
mostly to yellow in color, have some- 
thing to recommend them. These 
sweet corns range in maturity from 
64 days to as high a;s 90. The longer- 
matured sorts, generally are larger 
of growth and ear .than the quicker- 
maturing ones. Let no one tell you 
t is too late to plant sweet corn; 
this is the right time, for corn de- 
mands warm weather to do its best. 


With the great list of varieties 


available, it is "now possible—in fact 


exposure. It definitely will not ma- 
ture in shaded or even slightly shad- 
ed areas. Incorporation of well-rot- 
ted manure, humus or compost in 
the soil, in addition to two or three 
light applications of some good com- 
plete commercial plant food, will 
enhance chances of a good yield. 


In small garden cultivation, the 


corn can be planted in hills which 
are not elevated soil structures, but 
rather groupings of the seed, or 
sown as single seed six inches apart 
in the row. If planted in hills, allow 
18 inches to two feet and pla.nt three 
to four seeds to a group, thinning 
to two plants when the plants are 
three inches high. The seed shouloT 
be planted one inch deep and the 
soil firmed gently over the top of 
them. 


Some idea of the number or quan- 


tity of seed needed for the.-smaU 
garden is containied in the fact that 
there are roughly 130 seed to the 
ounce. Corn for the table should be 
pulled when in the milk stage and 
this is learned only by pra.ctice with 
some natural wasting of ears in the 
process. A tip might be that with, 
the-first, drying .of -the sUk^the ear is 
approaching the-time to be pulled. 


Some trouble has been experi- 


enced during the last few years with 
Japanese beetle, corn borner and ear 
worm, but happily there now exist 
controls for all of these which, if 
properly applied, will assure a clean 
crop. Seedmen can advise on these 
controls.

should so arrange his tasks that he 
can prune out the old canes (the 
ones that have borne the fruit) soon 
after berries are harvested. Not only 
does this prompt operation remove 
potential disease dangers and such 
insects as the two borers already 
discussed, but it throws into the new 
canes the vigor and strength which 
otherwise would be wasted on the 
old canes. Too, priming soon aftei 
the harvest season permits remova" 
of crowding or inferior new canes 


Many growers in this region are 


adopting the post-harvest spraying 
precaution to reduce anthracnose 
arid cane blight, also spur blight of 
red raspberries. This consists of a 
weak solution of Bordeaux mixture 
(a 2% -5-50 strength) applied as soor 
as possible after berries are all har- 
vested. Of course, if old or bearing 
canes are pruned out before this 
spray is applied, effects on the new 
canes will be far more beneficial.

Nanking, June 10 (#>)—The official 


Central News Agency today said gov- 
ernment military sources confirmed 
reports that Outer Mongolian troops, 
supported by four Soviet warplanes, 
invaded Sinkiang province Thursday. 


The agency said the Mongols had 


penetrated to a depth of more than 
200 miles and now were fighting 
Chinese defense troops 200 miles 
northeast of Tihua. 


The official report followed closely 


a similar report by semi-official 
sources. Until today the Ministry of 
National Defense Had suppressed a 
stream of excited cables to local 
newspapers by their Chinese cor- 
respondents in Sinkiang reporting 
details. 


Central News Agency reported in 


a dispatch from Tihua that»"bitter 
fighting" was continuing between 
Sinkiang, troops and invading forces 
from the Soviet-sponsored Mongol 
Ian republic.
